English  Department  Has  Ideal 
Method  for  Training  Teachers

Majors  Prepare  Teaching 
Schedule  With  Regular 
Guidance  of  Adviser.

According  to  Dr.  Paul  Geim,  dir¬ 
ector  of  student  teaching  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Minnesota,  the  method 
used  by  Northwest  Missouri  State 
College  to  train  English  teachers  can 
be  classed  as  ideal. 

Dr.  Geim  made  this  statement  at 
a  recent  North  Central  Association 
workshop  in  the  teaching  of  English. 
He  referred  to  the  system  used  by 
the  English  department  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  in  which  each  English  major 
takes  his  special  methods  course  in 
English  with  the  same  member  of 
the  department  who  serves  as  his 
practice  teaching  supervisor  and  ad¬ 
viser. 

By  this  means  a  student  majoring 
in  English  is  able  to  tie  more  easily 
the  theories  he  learns  In  his  meth¬ 
ods  courses  with  the  applications  of 
these  principles  learned  in  his  prac¬ 
tice  teaching. 

Three  Teach  Methods 

Three  members  of  the  English  de¬ 
partment  have  the  dual  roles  of 
teaching  methods  courses  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  and  supervising  practice  teach¬ 
ing  at  the  Horace  Mann  training 
school.  They  are  Miss  Anne  Arnold, 
supervisor,  Miss  Dorthle  Hall,  and 
Mr.  James  Rybak.  In  both  their 
methods  classes  and  their  practice 
teaching  supervision,  the  teachers 
give  students  the  opportunity  to  have 
actual  experiences  in  dealing  with 
the  children,  getting  first  hand  im¬ 
pressions  of  their  reactions  in  this 
way.  Student  teachers  may  also  start 
their  own  collections  of  practical 
teaching  materials  ns  a  part  of  their 
class  work. 

Since  the  war  the  English  depart¬ 
ment  at  Northwest  State  has  steadily 
built  up  its  student  membership  un¬ 
til  today  its  enrollment  Is  back  to 
pre-war  standards.  Approximately  40 
students  are  majoring  in  the  subject 
and  many  more  have  chosen  it  for 
their  minor. 

Goal  Is  Training  of  Teachers 

The  main  goal  of  the  English  de¬ 
partment  is  to  prepare  its  majors 
to  teach  language  and  literature  at 
any  school  level  and  to  supply  all 
future  teachers  with  a  cultural  back¬ 
ground  in  literature  so  that  they 
may  get  the  fullest  enjoyment  from 
the  literature  of  the  world.  The  de¬ 
partment  also  offers  students  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  develop  the  ability  for  clear 
written  expression. 

Besides  courses  in  literature  of 
both  the  past  and  the  present,  com¬ 
position  and  special  writing  classes 
are  offered.  All  members  of  the  de¬ 
partment  also  give  individual  in¬ 
struction  to  student  writers  who 
have  special  problems  or  Interests.

Naval  Reservists 
Plan  Summer  Tests 

Walky-Talky,  TBX,  TCS 
Transmitter  Receivers 
Offer  Challenge. 

This  summer  will  find  local  Nav¬ 
al  Reservists  prowling  about  the 
countryside  testing  their  radio 
equipment  In  simulated  emergen¬ 
cies.  The  unit  has  several  portable 
receivers  and  transmitters  which 
will  be  used  in  the  area  surround¬ 
ing  Maryville  to  carry-out  emer.jen- 
cy  communications  plans.  The  op¬ 
erators  will  try  to  contact  the  base 
station  at  the  training  center  un-. 
der  varying  conditions. 

Smallest  of  the  portable  equip¬ 
ment  is  the  TBY  “walky-talky  ’ 
radio  of  which  the  unit  has  two. 
These  battery-powered  sets  can 
easily  be  carried  about  on  a  man’s 
back  and  have  a  range  of  four 
miles. 

Will  Cover  Gregt  Distances 

Where  greater  distances  must  be 
covered  the  TBX  transmitter  re¬ 
ceiver  may  be  used.  It  uses  battery 
power  for  receiving  and  a  hand¬ 
cranking  generator  for  transmitting 
and  can  be  carried  about  in  sec¬ 
tions  and  set  up  almost  anywhere. 

In  case  of  power  failure  at  the 
base  station,  a  generator  driven  by 
a  gasoline  engine  can  be  used  to 
operate  the  transmitters  and  re¬ 
ceivers.  It  can  also  bo  moved  by 
truck  or  jeep  to  operate  lights  and 
radios  at  a  field  station. 

Other  pieces  of  equipment,  such 
as  the  TCS  transmitter  and  re¬ 
ceiver,  are  designed  to  operate  from 
storage  ‘batteries  and  can  be  in¬ 
stalled  In  an  auto,  truck,  or  jeep. 
Work  Nears  Completion 

Work  on  the  training  center  is 
nearing  completion.  Mr.  William 
Ward  and  Mr.  Hansen  from  the 
Industrial  Engineer’s  office  at 
Great  Lakes  were  in  Maryville  for 
ten  days'  recently  to  install  the 
transmitters  and  receivers. 

The  training  center .  has  two 
“decks”  full  of  equipment.  The 
lower  "deck"  consists  of  a  radio 
and  demonstration  equipment. 


General  W.  Wilbur 
Speaks  at  College 

Former  Army  Officer  Says 
Food  Barrel  Lid  Fits 
Tight  in  England. 

A  lack  of  food  is  one  of  the  main 
factors  behind  unhappy  and  dis¬ 
gruntled  people  in  Western  Europe, 
according  to  General  W.  H.  Witbur, 
retired  army  man,  who  spoke  before 
a  College  assembly  Tuesday  morn¬ 
ing,  March  21.  "A  Personal  Report 
on  England”  was  Mr.  Wilbur’s  topic. 

"As  long  as  people  have  their 
stomach's  full,  they  will  be  con¬ 
tented,  and  if  not,  anything  might 
happen.  Starvation  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  cause  of  war,"  said  the 
General. 

General  Is  Shocked. 

Mr.  Wilbur  was  "shocked"  at  the 
conditions  that  were  present  in 
fongland..  The  government  has 
clamped  a  tight  lid  on  the  English 
food  barrel.  Every  basic  food  has 
been  rationed  to  the  people  with  the 
exception  of  potatoes. 

"The  tax  situation  in  England  Is 
not  in  very  good  shape,  the  rich 
people  being  taxed  to  extremes.  Ail 
the  people,  however,  are  taxed  heav¬ 
ily  from  high  taxes  on  every  thing 
they  buy.  This  purchase  tax  runs 
all  the  way  from  30%  to  100'/,,’’  he 
added. 

Government  Kills  Incentive 

One  of  the  most  shocking  com¬ 
ments  made  by  Mr.  Wilbur  was 
that  the  government  has  “killed 
their  incentive  and  they  no  longer 
have  the  will  to  work."  The  British 
people  are  broken  in  spirit  and 
mind. 

The  world  traveler  also  spoke 
briefly  on  conditions  in  Germany, 
Prance  and  Czechoslavakia.  He  an¬ 
swered  questions  by  the  audience  at 
the  close  of  his  address.

Placement  Bureau  Makes 
Report  on  Year’s  Work 

Mr.  Everett  Brown  and  Mr. 
Homer  T.  Phillips,  members  of  the 
teacher  placement  bureau,  nave 
announced  in  their  1948-49  report, 
203  placements  for  the  year.  In¬ 
cluded  in  the  placements  were  new 
positions  for  14  superintendents,  7 
principals,  119  high  school  teach¬ 
ers.  9  junior  high  teachers,  45  ele¬ 
mentary  teachers,  6  rural  school 
teachers,  and  3  miscellaneous  in¬ 
structors. 

Last  year's  graduates  totaled  199 
of  which  123,  64  per  cent,  are  now 
in  teaching  positions;  37,  19  per 
cent  have  teaching  positions;  37.  19 
per  cent  have  other  positions;  1G,  8 
per  cent,  are  in  school;  3,  2  per  cent 
are  housewives;  and  15,  7  per  cent, 
have  no  report  of  their  occupations 
at  the  bureau. 

The  bureau  received  2,220  calls 
for  teachers  last,  ye.ar:  1.210  from 
Missouri;  703  from  Iowa;  132  from 
Kansas;  70  from  Illinois;  the  re¬ 
mainder  from  13  other  stares  and 
one  each  from  Greece  and  South 
America. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  bur¬ 
eau  in  1917,  5,569  persons  have  en¬ 
rolled  for  positions.  Most  of  the 
calls  for  teachers  come  in  April 
and  'May.  The  fewest  come  in  Oc¬ 
tober  through  December. 

The  average  starting  salaries 
have  risen  from  $909.99  to  $2575.49 
from  1937  through  1949. 

College  Craft  Shop 
Displays  Handwork 

Industrial  Arts  Course, 
Open  to  All  Students, 
Makes  Hours  Useful. 

That  leisure  time  isn't  necessar¬ 
ily  wasted  time  has  been’  prov¬ 
ed  by  a  current  exhibit  of  craft 
work  at  the  College.

The  first  is  a  regular  Industrial 
arts  credit  course,  while  the  latter 
is  a  non-credit  workshop  open  to  all 
Interested  students,  faculty  members 
and  faculty  yives.  The  group  meets 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  afternoons 
from  3  o’clock  until  5  at  the  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts  Building.  Mr.  Howard 
Ringold  is  instructor.  This  is  the 
third  year  that  the  craft  shop  has 
been  offered( 

Any  student  Interested  in  doing 
craft  work  ns  a  hobby  or  ns  a  IcUuro 
activity  can  Join  the  group  any  time, 
since  the  craft  shop  is  not  run  on  a 
quarterly  basis.  Advanced  crafts 
students  are  always  on  hand  to  help 
those  who  need  tt. 

Popularity  Is  Increasing 

The  credit  course  Is  also  open  to 
any  interested  in  crafts  and  tt  Is 
a  requirement  for  industrial  arts 
majors  nnd  minors.  Enrollment  In 
this  class  averages  twenty  students 
each  quarter. 

Dr.  Donald  Valk,  chairman  of  the 
industrial  arts  department,  reports 
that  because  of  the  popularity  of 
both  the  courses  In  crafts  and  the 
craft  shop  tho  department  is  work¬ 
ing  to  develop  that  phase, of  depart¬ 
mental  work  and  is  continuously 
adding  ne*x  craft  equipment.

"Last  summer  we  made  a  cruise  to 
the  equator  where  a  'project  study¬ 
ing  cosmic  rays  at  the  lower  lati¬ 
tudes  wa^  conducted  by  Dr.  Wink¬ 
ler  from  Princeton  University.  It 
was  surprising  how  young  some 
of  the  people  were  who  were  assist¬ 
ing  him  in  this  study. 

‘To  the  crc-w,  the  cruise  at  times 
seemed  dull  and  monotonous  de¬ 
spite  numerous  attempts  by  the 
scientists  to  describe  an  electron 
and  tell  the  objective  of  the  ex¬ 
periment.  But  then  you  know  that 
the  work  of  a  scientist  is  not  al¬ 
ways  as  exciting  to  the  public  as  is 
the  broken  field  running  of  a  swiv¬ 
el  hipped  halfback. 

“I  have  seen  few  of  the  old  grads 
from  Maryville  since  I  left  back  in 
1941.  I  saw  Gene  Nickel  (a  foot¬ 
ball  player)  some  time  ago.  He 
said  that  he  and  Bill  Berneau  (an¬ 
other  football  playen  are  working 
at  the  Naval  Air  Missile  Test  Cen¬ 
ter  at  Point  OVfugu,  about  five  miles 
from  Port  Huencme. 

“My  brother  is  practicing  dentist¬ 
ry  in  Wichita,  Kansas.  His  office 
is  located  in  the  Bluings  Building 
in  downtown  Wichita.  He  was  also 
a  student  of  yours  in  1934.”

Breed  Fruit  Fly  Mutants 


Mr.  W.  T.  Garrett's  genetics  class¬ 
es  are  breeding  fruit  flies  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  class  study.  Fruit 
flies  breed  rapidly  and  nre  there¬ 
fore  an  easy  study  for  laboratory 
work.  X 

At  tlie  present  time  they  have 
fruit  fly  mutants  with  different 
colored  eyes  and  wing  structure. 
They  have  the  wild  type,  which  is 
normal,  having  red  eyes,  gray  bod¬ 
ies.  long  wings,  etc.  The  mu¬ 
tants  include  those  with  black  bod¬ 
ies;  those  with  white  eyes;  brown 
eyes;  scarlet  eyes;  sepia  eyes;  cosin 
eyes;  and  bar  eyes  and  those  with 
vestigal  wings;  curved  wings  and 
miniature  wings. 

The  flies  are  kept  in  a  tempera¬ 
ture  controlled  cabinet,  at  25  de¬ 
grees  Centigrade,  with  each  variety 
in  a  different  bottle. 

Drosophila  melanogaster  feeds  on 
yeast  cells  which  grow  on  ripe  fruit 
or  other  media.

Opponents  Are  New 
Foes  in  Dual  Meet 


Mick  Leads  Distance  Events 


Victory  in  Annual  Indoor 
Meet  Enhances  Bearcat 
Possibility  for  Win. 

Graceland  Is  Substitute 


First  Non-Confcrcncc  Tilt  Offers 
Varsity  Yearlings  Excellent 
Opportunity  for  Showing. 


A  new  opponent  from  Lamoni, 
Iowa,  Graceland  College,  will  chal¬ 
lenge  the  championship  Bearcat 
track  squad  in  a  dual  meet  tomor¬ 
row,  April  G. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Davis,  physical  educa¬ 
tion  director,  got  in  touch  with 
Graceland  immediately  following 
the  cancellation  of  the  meet  for  the 
same  date  with  Warrcnsburg. 

Team  Has  High  Hopes 

Maryville's  repeated  performance 
in  the  indoor  meet  at  Columbia 
which  established  the  Bearcats  as 
champions  once  again,  has  given 
Conch  Ryland  Milner's  team  the 
highest  hopes  for  another  success- 
'  ful  track  season  this  year. 

Last  year  the  Bearcats  furnished 
the  school  with  a  six  first  and  one 
second  record.  The  only  loss  of 
the  year  was  a  setback  by  Ottawa, 
Kansas. 

One  of  the  serious  impediments 
toward  top  development  of  the  team 
has  been  the  weather.  Just  recently 
have  conditions  become  a  favorable 
factor.  In  the  gymnasium,  the 
tracksters  were  unable  to  prepare 
adequately. 

Griddcrs  May  Be  Good 

Because  of  the  open  date  last 
week  end,  and  since  this  is  the  first 
meet  since  the  indoor  conference 
meet,  Maryville  gridders  are  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  near  the  top  in  perform¬ 
ance. 

Although  little  is  known  of  the 
track  prowess  of  the  invading 
Northerners,  records  made  last  year 
by  the  Maryville  Bearcats  show  a 
strong  indication  toward  green  and 
white  favor. 

Again  available  to  defend  his  dual 
win  will  be  Mick  Anderson,  ten 
point  man  for  Maryville  in  the  in¬ 
door  meet.  Anderson  has  proved 
himself  capable  of  much  responsi¬ 
bility,  and  as  one  of  the  many  stal¬ 
warts  of  last  year,  is  eager  to  es¬ 
tablish  permanent  recordings  of  his 
attempts. 

Bearcats  Arc  Strong  in  Dashes 

One  of  the  Bearcat  strongholds 
has  been  the  dashes  in  which 
Zuchowski,  Neil,  and  Carter  finish¬ 
ed  one,  two,  three,  respectively,  but 
in  this  year’s  contest  folded  into  a 
first  and  a  fourth  position  with 
Zuchowski  winning  first  place  and 
Neil  fourth  honors. 

A1  Wormsley  and  Dick  Shone- 
mann  will  be  on  hand  to  represent 
the  Bearcats  for  a  probable  five 
points  in  field  events  and  high 
jumping.  A1  performed  magnifi¬ 
cently  last  year  with  many  firsts  in 
the  shot  put  and  discus. 

Graceland  will  probably  be 
thwarted  in  attempts  for  honors  in 
the  distant  events,  the  dashes,  and 
the  field  events,  but  has  a  chance 
to  retain  leadership  in  many  other 
events. 

Graceland  Has  Chance 

The  weakening  factor  in  Mary¬ 
ville  scoring  is  the  440  and  880  yard 
runs,  the  pole  vault,  and  the  broad 
jump.  Prospects  for  strengthening 
these  events  failed  in  their  tests  at 
the  indoor  meet,  and  because  of  this 
indication,  Graceland  has  an  ex¬ 
cellent  opportunity  to  attain  several 
points. 

Norman  James  upholds  leader¬ 
ship  in  the  440  yard  tussle  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  several  meets  last  year,  but 
in  the  indoor  meet  he  failed  to 
place. 

Some  Points  Arc  Weak 

Weakest  pf  Bearcats’  attempts 
has  been  the  half-mile  race,  an 
880  yard  struggle  that  thrusts  Mary¬ 
ville  thlnclads  continually  into,  the 
background. 

Pole  vaulter,  Dick  Appleman,  has 
been  replaced  by  Dick  Morrison, 
who  managed  an  11  foot  heave  in 
the  indoor  meet  March  24.  A  fresh¬ 
man  as  a  varsity  track  representa¬ 
tive,  Dick  is  expected  to  improve 
greatly  his  ability  in  the  high  leap¬ 
ing  field. 

Dick  Buckridge  is  depended  upon 
to  swing  a  broad  jumping  first  in 
Maryville’s  direction,  but  a  greater 
leap  than  shown  in  the  Columbia 
jpcct  may  have  to  be  chalked  up. 

Track  Schedule  Includes 
Meets  With  Peru,  Tarkio 

Maryville  meets  Peru  Teachers  of 
Peru,  Nebraska,  Friday,  April  14,  in 
a  dual  track  meet  to  be  held  on  the 
Vikings’  campus. 

Last  year  the  Bearcats  romped  in¬ 
to  an  egsy  891,{i-40,/u  victory  over 
Peru,  but  lost  Jn  several  events. 
Peru  will  be  strong  in  the  pole  vault, 
the  broad  jump,  and  the  440  and 
880  yard  races. 

Corn  of  Peru  last  year  leaped  a 
distance  of  21  feet,  one  and  three- 
iourth  inches  for  top  honors  in  the 
broad  jump.  Sweeney  pole  vaulted 
into  fjrst  place  with  u  pull  of  18’ 
6.” 

The  following  Friday,  April  21,  Is 
the  date  for  the  triangular  meet 
with  Peru  and  Tarkio,  which  w|U  be 
held  here. 

Last  year  Maryville  collected 
89.75  points  to  Peru’s  48  and  Tarkio’s 
34.75.

Southern  teams  once  again  dom¬ 
inated  the  Women’s  National  A.  A. 
U.  tournament,  held  in  St.  Joseph 
for  the  eleventh  consecutive  year. 
The  Goldblumes  from  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  were  defeated  by  their  intra¬ 
city  rivals,  the  Nashville  Business 
College  in  the  championship  game. 
The  Goldblumes  were  in  quest  of 
their  fifth  title  in  the  last  seven 
years  and  their  third  crown  in  a  row. 

The  St.  Joseph  Goetz  team  gave  a 
creditable  performance  in  the  tour¬ 
nament,  reaching  the  quarter-final 
round  before  bowing  to  N.  B.  C.,  the 
eventual  champions.  The  A.  I.  C. 
team  from  Davenport,  la.,  also 
reached  the  quarter-final  round1. 
A.  I.  C.  defeated  Goetz  on  the  Col¬ 
lege  gym  this  winter. 

The  Phillips  GG  Oilers  of  Bart¬ 
lesville,  Oklahoma,  won  the  men’s 
A.  A.  U.  title  from  the  defending 
champions,  Oakland  Blue  and  Gold 
team.  The  tournament  was  once 
again  held  in  Denver  after  a  one- 
year  absence. 

The  professional  basketball  crown 
was  won  this  year  by  the  Syracuse 
Nationals  of  the  Eastern  Division  of 
the  Basketball  Association  of  Amer¬ 
ica.  The  Nationals  had  the  best  won 
and  lost  record  of  the  teams, 
but  will  still  have  to  prove  they  are 
the  best  in  the  playoffs  now  being 
■held. 

Minneapolis  finished  right  behind 
the  Nationals  in  the  percentage 
column,  with  the  Indianapolis  Olym¬ 
pians  finishing  third. 

In  the  Iowa  state  basketball  tour¬ 
nament  held  last  week  at  Iowa  City, 
Davenport  racked  up  the  most  one¬ 
sided  victory  in  the  history  of  the 
Iowa  meet.  It  is  also  being  regard¬ 
ed  as  one  of  the  most  lopsided  tour¬ 
naments  ever  held  in  the  country. 
The  Blue  Devils  scored  an  average 
of  72  points  per  contest  to  their  op¬ 
ponents’  23,  a  spread  of  49  points 
per  game.  Four  members  of  the 
Davenport  squad  were  honored  on 
tile  all-tournament  team. 

Last  week  in  Madison  Squarg  Gar¬ 
den,  City  College  of  Now  York  rack¬ 
ed  up  the  greatest  triumph  ever  re¬ 
corded  in  the  history  of  basketball. 
In  defeating  Bradley  University  by 
a  score  of  71-08,  they  not  only  won 
the  N.  C.  A.  A.  title  but  won  the 
distinction  of  being  the  Number  I 
basketball  team  in  the  country.  It 
also  marked  the  first  time  one  team 
has  captured  both  the  N.  O.  A.  A. 
and  National  Invitational  Tourna¬ 
ments  the  same  year.  The  Beavers 
won  the  latter  tourney  earlier  by  de¬ 
feating  this  same  Bradley  outfit 
69-01. 

After  a  tabulation  of  all  the  dif¬ 
ferent  organizations,  newspapers 
and  magazines  that  pick  all-star 
teams,  the  following  players  were 


almost  unanimously  chosen  for  the 
1950  All-American  basketball  team: 
Paul  Arizen,  Villanova;  Dick  Sch- 
nittker,  Ohio  State;  Bob  Cousy, 
Holy  Cross;  Bill  Sharman,  Southern 
California;  and  Paul  Unruh  of  Brad¬ 
ley. 


The  Maryville  Bearcats  success¬ 
fully  defended  their  M.  I.  A.  A.  in¬ 
door  track  championship  at  Colum¬ 
bia,  March  24,  as  they  compiled  a 
total  of  44  5-6  points. 

In  winning  their  second  straight 
title  the  Bearcats  retained  the  hon¬ 
or  of  again  being  the  host  team  for 
the  Indoor  meet  next  year. 

Cape  Girardeau's  Indians  pulled 
a  mild  surprise  by  finishing  second 
with  40  1-3  points.  Without  the 
services  of  Ralph  Corse,  who  was 
lost  through  graduation,  the  In¬ 
dians  were  not  considered  too  ser¬ 
iously  as  a  strong  title  contender. 
However,  they  served  notice  on  the 
infant  track  season  that  they  would 
be  back  strong  In  the  outdoor  meet 
later  in  the  year. 

Springfield  and  Rolla  performed 
much  as  was  expected,  amassing 
35  1-4  and  34  1-3  points  respectively. 
Other  team  scores:  Warrensburg 
15  3-4,  Kirksville  9  1-4. 

Jim  Scott  Scores  High 

Individual  scoring  honors  were 
captured  by  Rolla’s  Jim  Scott.  He 
bagged  12  points  in  winning  the  low 
hurdles,  finishing  second  in  the 
high  hurdles,  and  placing  third  in 
the  broad  jump. 

Tiny  Mick  Anderson  of  Mary¬ 
ville  displayed  his  heels  to  all  chal¬ 
lengers  as.  he  sped  to  victory  in  the 
mile  and  two  mile  events.  With  this 
accomplishment,  he  emerged  as 
the  only  Bearcat  to  win  two  events 
during  the  day’s  activities. 

Foursome  Makes  Debut 

Maryville’s  prospects  for  another 
great  relay  team  this  year  assumed 
added  color.  A  foursome  of  Neil, 
Coulter,  Leffert,  and  Zuchowski 
covered  the  mile  relay  distance  in 
3:  41.8  minutes  to  assure  the  Bear¬ 
cats  of  the  meet  title.  Zuchowski 
appeared  earlier  in  the  festivities 
with  a  prolific  effort  in  the  60  yard 
dash.  He  scooted  over  the  distance 
in  6.5  seconds. 

Coach  Ryland  Milner,  who  has 
been  battling  the  elements  for  tjvo 
weeks  in  trying  to  round  his  squad 
into  condition,  stated  that  he  was 
well  pleased  with  the  Bearcat  de¬ 
but.
